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RACING GOSSIP. 

Tiie California Jockey Club, through Presi 
dent Williams, has issued an order to Starter 
Ferguson that seems to cut a sharp figure on 
future starling when the barrier is used. It is 
«specially important from the angle of regular- 
ity and reads as follows : “In future the start- 

er shall use a recall fiag under the following re- 
strictions : When the barrier is raised, if every 
horse breaks, no matter how straggling or un- 
even the start may be, there must be no recall. 
Should a horse be left standing at the post the 
starter shall lift his fiag and the front fiag shall 
be raised in response, which shall be a recall. 
You are instructed to severely punish by fine or 
suspension any jockey who either purposely 
pulls up a horse or in any way delays the start. 
Should a horse flinch from the barrier, and 
there seems no reasonable certainty of getting 
him off, the judges will ring the bell which will 
be a mandatory order to disregard the horse.’’ 

Broadchurch, 'writing from New Orleans after 
talking with President George (not William) 
Henry Wheeler of the Washington Park Club, 
says; “From remarks made by Mr. Wheeler it 
can be inferred there is a bright prospect for the 
revival of racing in Illinois the coming season. 
In other words, the co-operation of the Wash- 
ington Park Club can be relied on, and such 
co-operation may be considered as essential to 
success. So that it is quite safe to say the 
splendid sport that used to be seen at the 
famous Washington Park track will soon be 
revived in all its pristine vigor. Of course this, 
with the opening of the other tracks, will de- 
pend on forthcoming legislative action, but 
everything indicates there will be favoiable 
legislation. At that, no measure for continu- 
ous racing will be found in the new bill. So far 
as I can learn there will be a thirty day racing 
law, with no foreign book attachment, and with 
a speculative clause that will be helpful t© both 
the running and trotting clubs.” 

Tully Coulter bought two colts at the recent 
Haggin sale in San Francisco, the record of 
which is shown below. He has named the 
Fresno— Misfortune colt, half brother to lola 
and California, Front de Boeuf. The name is 
literary and from the villain of Scott’s noble 
romance Ivanhoe. The suggestion comes from 
the colt’s grand dam Rebecca, the heroine of the 
same glorious tale. The Fresno— Marian colt 
has been dubbed Little John. That name is 
both literary and reminiscent. Marian or Maid 
Marian was Robin Hood’s sweetheart. Little 
John was the lieutenant of the outlaw of Sher- 
wood Forest. Littlejohn is a brother to Sir 
John, who was a noble racehorse. Marian. Lit- 
tle John’s dam, not only threw Sir John, but 
produced Sykeston, who, had he not been a
